Terrible Uloodshed lit MUalaalppi.
New Orleans, La., Dec. 17. A

State's Wnlhalu, Miss., Bpooial says:
Thero was a terrible not last night at
this place, and twolvo white
men and 150 negroes Ho dead as the
result For a long time thoro has
been much ill fooling botweon tho
whites and blacks at this place, aggra-
vated by tho impudenco of tho latter,
and yesterday tho two olemonts beoamo
involved in a quarrel which ended in
a great loss of life. The faots, as far
as they can bo ascertained, aro as fol-
lows) A negro and a v. hi to man

engaged in a quarrel and tho
negro was killed. This was an o

for assault, and immediately a
black hordo swept down upon tho
whites, who were greatly outnumbered.
Knowing it was a fight to death, tho
whites prepared to roceivo thoir black
assailants, and when tho battle was
ended it was found thattwclvo whites
and over 150 negroes had been killed.

MORE BLOODSHED EXPECTED.
Memphis, Deo. 17. Only mcagie

details of tho riot near Walhala, Miss.,
have been rccoircd. Tho caus'es whioh
led to tho disturbmco arc said to be
as follows: About two months ago
Farmer Lyteng, near that town, had
his gin houso and oight bales of cot
ton burnod. Tho aot was thought to
bo incendiary and tho matter was
placed in tho hands of an officer to fer
ret out. A criminal suspicion pointed
to somo negroes and yesterday an off-

icer attempted to arrest tho one who
was believed to bo tho loader of tho
gang who burned tho gin. The negro
resisted arrest and gavo tho officer a
ovoro boating. Ho returned to Walha-

la lor assistance and a posso of whito
mon wont with him to arrest tho sus-

pected gin burner. As they approach-
ed his cabin thoy were fired upon by
about 500 woll armed negroes. Tho
rcsu't was that four of the posso were
instantly killed and eight wounded,
three mortally. Tho greatest excite-
ment prevailed and an armed foroe of
sevonty-fiv- men loft Meridian, Miss.,
this forenoon for tho seeno of tho
troublo and doubtless more bloodshed
will follow.

A SLOODY TIME EXPECTED.
Now Orleans, Deo. 17. Tho

Macon, Mias., special says:
The pcoplo here aro oxeitcd over tho
killing of Henry Maury, Oobb and
Vaughn, three white mon in Kemper
county, by negroes and tho wounding
of other whites Among tho number
was Tom Nicholson, who was shot in
the body and had an arm broken, No
negroes were killed or wounded,
Twenty young men left this city for
the scone of the trouble, two of them
being recently from the north. The
negroes are siad to bo well armed and
aro assembled in mass and seem de-

termined to fight it out Various ru-

mors exist. It is said that six white
mon were killed and as many mom
wounded, and that the trouble orig-

inated in two negro men whipping a
whito boy. W, B, Hare, a resident
of Nazubco eoubty. near tho Kemper
lino,1 was also killed. It is feared
that there will bo bloody work
